THERE WAS a house Mceting one 
receal evening at Beit Julia, ahostel 
for retarded adults in Jecusalem. 
The hostel is run by Akim, the 
organization which promotes the in- 
terests of the retarded, and has 
ubout 35 residents, all of whum 
work outside the premises during 
the day. 

The house meeling was con- 
ducted by two counsellors who in- 
formed everyone that a carpenter 
and plumber would be coming at 
long last and had promised to stay 
until all the crooked cupboards 
and all the leaky faucets were fixed, 
There was some discussion of the 
canteen in the basement recreation 
room — whether they could afford 
to keep it well-stocked, The resi- 
dent who ran it said she didn't have 
enough business. 

It was 4 meeting like many other 
Meclings: jokes, counter-jokes, 
knitting, irritation with the stut- 
terers und the demagogues and the 
entertainers of pel peeves. A couple 
of people read newspapers; some 
couldn't read at all. 

Lust item on the agenda: one of 
the counsellors said he had been 
asked to explain why this was a day 
of mourning, flow it happened that 
so many soldiers had died in Tyre.

KIBBUTZ RAMAT RACHEL is 
famous us the outpost that held 
back the Arab armies trying to over- 
run Jewish Jerusalem in the War of 
Independence. Its recreational 
facilities and restaurant are less well 
known. 

And yet the communal settle ment 
straddling the southern border of 
Jerusalem plays a significant role as 
a centre for the leisure activities of 
tourists and Jerusalem residents. In 
the summer, its swimming poo! and 
tennis courts are jammed with local 
families and all year long its guest 
house does a flourishing business 
accommodating tourists. 

As an offshoot of the guest house, 

the kibbutz also has a kosher 
restaurant, open every day except 
Yom Kippur. Self-service at 
lunchtime, it is transformed into a 
restaurant with waiters in the cven- 
ing. As luncheon pres recently, we 
were quile clearly πρὶ singled out 
for special treatment and therefore 
able to have an objective view, 
__ The dining room, one of three, is 
in the original kibbutz building 
which withstood the onslaught of 
the altacking armies. None of this is - 
visible on the inside, but if one 
wishes, onc may view the bullet 
holes in the exterior walls, 

Water glasses and paper napkins 
are set cut for the guests, When we 
arrived, the line at the serving 
counter seemed fairly long, but it 
moved quickly, 

For my meal, 1 started with ἃ 
quarter of an avocado, covered with

an cgg and mayonnaise salad. In 
contrast to many of the nvocados | 
have eaten in public places, this one 
was fully ripe, smooth and tasty. 
The commercial mayonnaise, | 
thought, could have benefited from 
the addition of some mustard, to 
give it a slightly more pronounced 
taste,

vegetable salad, with lettuce, 
tomatoes, cucumber, alfalfa sprouts 
and a creamy dressing and found it 
quite satisfactory, We also had the 
Soup, @ thick hearty vegetable and 
bean mixture that was just right for 
the cold winter weather. 

My main course was Chicken 
Wellington, a piece of breast of 
chicken with mushrooms encased in 


pastry and rakishly decorated witha 
tuothpick bearing (wo muruschino 
cherries and a piece of pineapple. | 
found it salisfactory, us I did the 
hash browned potatoes and mixed 
cooked vegetable which accom- 
punied it, 

My companion chose one of 
those dishes eminently suited for a 
self-service restaurant, veal in a 
cream sauce. Here the meat, 
cooked in advance, can be kept 
warm for a lengthy period of time at 
the steam table. It was also quite 
good. 

On the other hand, my young 
daughter, no doubt attracted by the 
glamour of the dish, chose a skewer 
on which pieces of beef, chicken 
and frankfurter alternated with 
slices of onion. All went well until 
she reached the chicken, which had 
not been thoroughly cooked. 

My son, in contrast, was blissfully 
happy with his choice, potatoes and 
rice. He would have needed only 
noodles to make his meal really 
complete, [nstead, he consoled 
himself. with a piece of chovolate 
layer cake which was actually much 
better than it looked. 


I, ON THE other hand, contented 
myself with a piece of ripe juicy 
melon, while my companion tried 
the strudel, filled with apple and 
pieces of orange peel. The pastry 
was thin and delicate and the filling 
tich and moist, 

The kibbutz charges $8 for a four 
course meal. At today's exchange 


rates this would come to 
18480 for a meul for two, _ 

While few of our 
operate self-service Petes 
many do have a large number of 
guests from time to time. Although 
“not the most economicul of dishes, a 
veal slew with a cream Sauce is 
festive and not dependent on last 
minute precision. To make such a 
Stew, try using frozen shoulder of 
veal. Have the butcher cut it either 
in cubes for “*goulash" or in slices, 
About two kilos should serve 10 
people. 

Using a large heavy pot, melt a 
few tablespoons of margarine and 
add the meat, together with a few 
chopped onions and a finely chop- 
ped clove of garlic and a good han¢-. 
ful of chopped parsley. When the 
meat has turned from pink to white, 
but before it is browned, add about 
half a cup of flour, a pinch of grated 
Nutmeg and enough chicken or beef 
broth to cover, 

Tt wauld be nice if everyone made 
their own broth, but no doubt most 
will be using cubes. Lower the heat 
to a simmer and cook for about an 
hour. Meanwhile, you can lightly 
fry sliced mushrooms and add them 
to the cooked meat. : 

_ The dish is fully presentable as it 
is but, if you like, you can lightly 
beat three egg yolks and gently add 
a little of the hot sauce to them 
before stirring the yolks into the 
body of the sauce itself. Make sure 
the sauce does not boil after the 
yolks have been added. Oo

between musicians and non- 
musicians. The subject of con- 
troversy is a composer's work but it 
js not the musicians who must give 
the final verdict. 

Thanks to Maestro lpor 
Markevitch, we have separated 
Richard Wagner from Richard 
Sirauss, and seem to have reached a 

¢ where differences of opinion 
me being discussed in commiltees 
rather than argued in concert halls 
with shouting matches, traded in- 
mits and blows. But the scenario 
repeals itself’; musicians demand the 
lifting of a ban, arbitrarily imposed 
aan earlier time, when the trauma 
of the Holocaust was an immediate 
experience; non-musicians 
emotionally repeat conditioned 
arguments, In the case of Strauss, 
these are based on misunder- 
siandings, misinformation or even 
psychological reactions, and are 
humanly understandable, but most 
unsatisfactory from a cultural point 
of νειν... 

On November 9, the Broad- 
casting Authority's music commit- 
tee decided unanimously that there 
is no objection to broadcusting the 
music of Richard Strauss. A few 
days later, Broudcasting Authority 
chairman, Prof. Reuven Yuron, is- 
sued a temporary order re- 
instituting the ban until the plenum 
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could discuss the issue. A week 
later, the Authorily rejected the 
Tecomniendation to play Strauss. 
The vole was three to one, the 
chuirman abstaining, one member 
absent and another not yet ap- 
pointed. 

Tt seems most inappropriate that 
such an important decision should 
be mude by an incomplete commit- 
tee, which probably did not discuss 
the problem with professional peo- 
ple before reaching ἃ rather ar- 
bitrary decision. The next authority 
with the power to reverse this deci- 
sion, is the 3l-member plenum, 
scheduled to meet in some weeks. 
We are told that such’a veto has 
never been exercised in the past, One 
can also imagine that no serious dis- 
cussion will be held since the 
members of this plenum are ap- 
pointed on political lines, parallel to 
Knesset constellations, and 
probably are not willing to ‘waste’ 
their time with such ‘non-essential® 
issues is culture or music. 

In all legal issues there is a pos- 
sibility of redress; one can go lo 8 
higher court or ask for a retrial. But

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not in things musical, Self- 
appointed judges deliver their deci- 
sions, and these are final. Woe to 
thosé who dare question the matier, 
ask for re-appraisal, or argue the 
justice of the verdict. 

There is no willingness to listen to 
arguments or to the voice of reason. 
It reminds one of the Patriarch's 
answer to the German Knighi, who 
asks for areprieve of Nathan based 
on the most convincing arguments: 
“Tt doesn't matter, the Jew must 
bum!” (ΟΕ. Lessing: Nathan, The 
Wise, Act Four). But that 
beautiful example of tolerance was 


cwritten over 200 years ago, before 


the Era of Enlightenment first 
touched humanity. 


THE PROBLEM is not whether or 
hot to play Richard Strauss’ music. 
It is a problem that is entirely extra- 
musical. In the life and deeds of 
Richard Strauss there is no sugges 
on of anti-Semitism; on the con- 
trary, he did not sign the ἐμὸν δε Ν 
in the statutes of the Reichs-Musik- 
Kammer dealing with the exclusion 
of Jews, and collaborated closely

mansthal and later with Stefan 
Zweig, although the latter warned 
him not .to endanger his position 
by this collaboration. 

It was Strauss's letter in answer to 
this urgument which caused his 
downfall. The Gestapo intercepted 
it and brought its contents to the 
knowledge of the Nazi leaders. 
Strauss did not retract his 
derogatory remarks about the 
regime but rather resigned his posi- 
tion as president of the RMK (a 
representational office which 
guaranteed him the continued pop- 
ularity of his works and plentiful 
Toyalties. 

Since his son married a 
Jewess, Strauss wanted to save his

The story of Furtwaengter, who 
valiantly tried, in the beginning, to 
influence the powers-that-be lo 
maintain a balanced cultural profile, 
and his later ‘collaboration’ after 
some time spent in the wilderness, 
cannot be easily dismissed, nor can 
the fortunes ‘and misfortunes of 


Richard Strauss. The Jewish conductor 
Leo Blech continued to conduct at 
the Staatsoper in Berlin until 1937, 
protected by Reichsmarschall Her- 
mann Goering (who repented 
Viennese Burgomaster Lueger's dic- 
tum “I decide who is a Jewl"). 
Much new material ithiminates the 

‘Nazi era from the musical point of view 
in a book published in 1981 by the 
Fischer Publications, “‘Mfusik im NS 
Staat”’ (Music in the Nazi State) by 
Fred K. Prieberg, describing in 
painstaking detail the Lime between 
1933-1945, The personality of 
Richard Strauss appears 88 oppor 
tunistic, weak, but completely non- 
political and naive, concerned only 
with the promotion of his music 
(and the royalties deriving 
therefrom), but never anti-Semitic 
in word nor deed. 

His musical subjects are almost 
exclusively from Greek mythology 
or general themes, his music hos no 
teuilonic or Germanic 
characteristics, and is much too dif- 
ficult to play to have been heard in 
the camps. Ε 

If we, then, persist in this kind of 
musical witch-hunt we might os well 
stop playing Chopin, Mussorgsky, 
the Soviet composers, the Ruma- 
nian composers, and anybody else 
who was ever heard to make an 
anti-Semitic remark, 

lt appears that only cultural 
values are dispensable, not tractors, 
cars or industrial machines.

Meredith Monk 
MEREDITH MONK, one of 
America’s dance celebrities, will 
visit Israel this month, The U.S. 
Cultural Centre, in association with 
the Israel branch of the Inter- 
national Theatre Institute (ITI), has 
invited her to hold a workshop in 
voice, movement and acting. 

Monk has been described as 
“multi-talented.” She is inter- 
nationally known as a composer, 
choreographer, singer, director, 
film-maker and, of course, dancer.

Fitzcar- 
is a magnificent, grandiose at- 
cc iso the impossible, the 
μὴ of failure that is more exciting 
μὰ more challenging than most of 
ihe suecesses you ure likely to sec. 

Fit, it & the failure of Brian 
Sweeney Fitzgerald, living on the 

iphery of (he Amazon jungle in 
Peru al the turn of the century, and 
nicknamed Fitzearraldo by the 
natives who cunt pronounce his 
name, His own dream, or mther, 
obsession, is to bring Enrico Caruso 
and the splendours of the Italian 
opera to that part of the world, 
governed at the time by rubber 
farons — Latin American adven- 
turers who grabbed concessions on 
lage plantations of rubber trees, 
which they tapped with the help of 
cheap Indian labour. 

Fitzearraldo tries to impress on 
them the importance of an opera 
hous®, the incredible change it will 
bring to their lives. He plays them 
Caruso records and expects (hem lo 
pas out in admiration, which of 
course they don't, because they are 
incapable of sharing his vision. He is 
tidiculed, rejected by everybody. 

Finally, he decides that the only 
way to achieve his goul is to become 
arubber baron himself. He asks for 
a concession and is given one; bul 
since no one takes him seriously, his 
iend is in an inaccessible part of the 
forest. There is no way of bringing

back the rubber by boat, so the 
whole deal is useless. 

But Fitzcarraldo is a man with a 
mission, and nothing will stop him. 
With the money he is offered by the 
lady of his dreams, who happens to 
be the owner of the local brothel, he

buys 4 dilapidated steamboat, puls 
together a crew of sorts, and is on 
his way. He knows from maps that 
there is one spot where the river he 
is sailing on comes close to another 
river which leads lo his concession. 
His idea is to take the boat up the 
hill, across a couple of miles of land 
and down to the other river, thus 
reaching his destination. 

With a gramophone blaring 
operatic arias on deck, he moves 


into the heart of the jungle lo con- 
quer the hearts of the Indian tribes, 
whose assistance he needs for the 
impossible project he has in mind. 
Through pure faith und self- 
sucrifice, by believing totally in his 
dreuns, he inspires even those who 
do nat speak his language or un- 
derstand his mission, thus per- 
suading them to help. 


THAT HIS expedition fails in the 
end, and that the faith of the Indians 
turns out (o be different trom his, 
don’t secm important. The 
impetuosity of the dream, the sheer 
deter mination to tackle the impossi- 
ble, the refusal to accept defeut, the 
persistence when everything seems 
lost — all this makes for a magoifi- 
cent figure; the figure of a poel, a 
prophet, a visionary. 

If this is true of Fitzcarraldo, it is 
even ‘more true of director Werner 
Herzog. For as impossible as Fitz- 
carraldo’s plan might uppear, it is 
still o fictitious one, whereas Herzag 
took upon himself a very real chal- 
lenge, a burden that any normal 
person would do his best to avoid. 

He made a $30 million produc- 
tion for about $5 million, and did 
not give up, not even when the first 
locations proved unsuitable after he 
had ‘already settled in, or when the 
leading aclor, Jason Robards, gol 
dysentery and left for New York, 
never to return, or when Mick Jag- 
ger decided he couldn't continue on 


the set hecuuse he had previous 
engagements, or when other acci- 
dents and sethuchs occurred. 

This is more than mere stubborn- 
ness. It is the cuse of a poet who hus 
a vision wid must articulate it. Be- 
ing a filmmaker, he must make the 
film, whatever the cost. The ex- 
istence of the finished product on 
the screen is in itself un achieve- 
ment. And its magnificent scope is 
there for all to see. Never mind that 
Kluus Kinsky, who replaced 
Robards, overacts the parl and 
almost pushes his churacter into the 
realm of the insane, which he cer- 
tainly shouldn't be, otherwise the 
film loses its point. Never mind thut 
for a spoiled audience such 85 ours, 
used to secing most films in their 
original version, it may appeat 
bizarre that the only common 
language between all the characters 
is German. And never mind the 
length, which may put a strain on 
restless viewers, even if time is un 
integra! part of the plot. 

Fitzcarralde is a unique film. A 
spectacic with a soul, a 
superproduction made by a handful 
of people, a movie that covers a lot 
of ground, involves complicated 
technical solutions to its various 
problems, moves large numbers of 
stand-ins, and yet is as personal a 
statement as could ever be achieved 
on film. 

Tt deals with one obsession and it

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has come into existence thanks to 
another obsession; and in both 
cases the struggle to reach the goal 
is more rewarding than the goal 
itself, which remains unattainable. 

Herzog's sympathies are again 
with the outcasts, society's rejects, 
those who are considered mad 
simply becuuse they are different. 
Again, he deals with this on various 
levels; it is no accident that Fitzcur- 
raldo finds it easier to conduct a 
dialogue with wild Indians or with 
children than with his peers. 

Herzog once again praises the 
pure at heuri, those who are cunfi- 
dent enough to open their souls to 
beauty and [ct themselves be swept 
away by it. 


MEETING Herzog, who was in 
(srael this week tu help promote his 
film, | was not surprised to find that 
he Is very much like Fitvzcarratda, o 
man dedicated lo his dreams, vi- 
sions and inspiration (o the exclu- 
sion of everything else. 

He said he had considered the 
Possibilily, afler Robards icf of 
playing the part of Filzcarraldo 
himself, “Not playing." he was 
quick to point out, bul “being.” 

The similarity between the 
problems he encountered as a direc- 
tor and (hose of the character in the 
film were such that all he had to do 
was act naturally. The final result 

_ might have gained an additional 


dimension if he had, but we shull 
never know. 

Films, for Herzog, start at the 
point where reality ends. Taking a 
ship across mountains is for him one 
way of expressing man’s yearning 
for a state of weightlessness that is 
achieved only in dreams, And this is 
the essence of his movies in generat, 
and Fitzearraido in particular. 

Tall, gaunt, intense, Herzog is 
cager to transmit his message ver- 
bully, not only cinematically. But he 
is very careful to have every detail 
of his intentions made clear. No, he 
did nol “invest" five years of his life 
in Fitzearratdo, he said, rejecting the 
term so popular with American ar- 
tists, He had not invested them — 
this is his iife und this is the way he 
lives it. This has probably given him 
the strength to stick to his guns 
(maybe this is not aterm he would 
approve of, in the sort of situations 
that would have discouraged any 
self-respecting film studio. 

Sitting with cinematographer 
Thomas Mauch in New York, after 
finishing the work on location, Her- 
zog was discussing the chain of mis- 
fortunes that plagued this film from 
the outset. He pondered for a mo- 
ment what he would do if ihe plane 
carrying all the negatives for 
processing in Germany crashed into 

the sea. The answer: he would start 
the whole thing from scratch. And 
his cameraman agreed. “Just give 
me four weeks to relax and I'll be 
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back on location,” he told Herzog. 
And Herzog is sure this would have 
been the answer of every member of 
the crew. 

Where would they all find the 
stamina? 

In a documentary made by 
American filmmaker Les Blank 
about the shooting of Fitzaarraldo, 
Herzog tatked about the burden of 
dreams that weighs on his 
shoulders, a burden that must be 
relieved. From the film itself, and 
from theslook in Herzog's eyes, you 
realize he has managed to inspire 
his co-workers to share the burden 
and the need to be relieved of it. 
And again, that's just like Fitzcar- 
raldo. 

Not that there can be total relief 
for a-man whose spiritual life is 
somehow more tangible than his 
rent one. After Fitzcarraldo , he felt 
drained, and even toyed with the 
idea of giving up filmmaking 
altogether, He confessed thal 
whatever his reactions when he 
showed the film, he would never be 
entirely happy with the experience. 

Almost a year later, he still feels 
that it would be detrimental to his 
health, both physical and mental, to 
tackle another subject like this. At 
lenst not right away. 80 even if he 
does want to shoot a documentary 
in Cambodia, which would be both 
dangerous and difficult, he would 
prefer something easier, more rest- 
ful, for his next project. 
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WALKING is for Herzog a very im- 
portant part of life. Every ime the 
press wants to stress his ec- 
centricily, it mentions the famous 
walk he took from Munich to Paris 
to visit an old lady he admires very 
much, Loite Eisner. At the time, 
this remarkable researcher of 
German cinema was in hospital, and 
Herzog started his march as a sort 
of private revolt against the danger 
to her tife. He walked in a straight 
line whenever he could, and “each 
one of the two million steps | took 
was a desperate protest against 
thal."" He was convinced that if he 
walked fast, she would be out of 
danger and out of hospital when he 
gol to Paris. And, sure enough, she 
was, 

This summer, after the hardship 
of making Fitzcarraldo and surviving 
the Cunnes film circus, he set out on 
foot again, walking two thousand 
kilometres along the borders of his 
own country, and stopped only 
when an old soccer wound 
prevented him from going on. 

Why all this walking? “There is 
deep solitude around you when you 
walk,” he said. “No one else walks. 
Furthermore, you are unprotected, 
you are in physical touch with the 
people and with the ground on 
which you waik. Somehow, you 
become more alive, more aleri to 
your surroundings.” 

And don't think that this isn’t 
telated to his filmmaking. “All my 
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films are films on foot. It is a certain 
attitude to making films, you make 
them unprotected by Money, by 
studios; you don't sit in a director's 
chair with a soft drink next to you, 
There are writers who are People on 
foot. Kleist and Hdlderlin are Peo- 
ple on foot, Francois Villon is on 
fool, Rimbaud is like that.
